1. Changes in presentation 


Changes introduced in 1973. 


The Statistical Review of England and Wales 1973 has been published in two parts. 
The first volume, part I(A) contained Tables 1-6, 10(pt) , 112157°17)-17A, 28-34, 
Appendices B, Fl, F2, H1, H2, H3. This second volume, part I(B) contains the remaining 
Tables 7-9, 10(pt), 16, 18A-24 supp, 26, Appendices A, C1-C4, D, E, G, H4 and H5.

Changes to be introduced in 1974. 


Following a comprehensive review of the whole range of information published by 
OPCS, some of the existing publications are to be replaced by new ones aimed at a quicker 
release of information as it becomes available and a division of statistics into subject 
groups. Most of the statistics at present published will continue to be published but in 
a different style or within a different cover. 


The two large volumes at present published annually, Registrar General's 
Statistical Review of England and Wales pt I and pt II are to be replaced by a series of 
smaller volumes each dealing with one topic or a number of closely related topics. The 
volumes relating to 1973 statistics will be the last to appear in the present form.

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3. Populations 


The estimates of populations appearing in this volume and described as 'home', 
'Cotal' or 'civilian' populations have the following content: 


Home population - the population, of all types, actually in England and Wales 
distributed by area according to residence. 


Total population - the home population plus members of H.M. Forces belonging to 
England and Wales and serving overseas but minus the forces 
of other countries temporarily in England and Wales. 


Civilian Population - the total population minus members of H.M. Forces belonging 
to England and Wales at home or overseas. 


For mid-1961 to mid-1970, population estimates, revised in the light of the 
final results of the 1971 Census have been used in the calculation of Tables 3, 4, 5, 6, 
8, 9, 10, Appendices Cl, C2. 


4. Deaths 


The deaths recorded in this volume are those registered in England and Wales. No 
distinction is made between deaths of civilians and deaths of non-civilians, except where 
stated for past years in serial» tables. 


Except in Tables 16, 22 and 22 Supplement the deaths recorded are those registered 
in the calendar period, the time lag between the date of occurrence and the date of 
registration being usually only a day or two. In Tables 16, 22 and 22 Supplement deaths 
are classified by calendar month of occurrence, but they exclude deaths occurring in the 
current year which were registered after 31 March in the following year. 


Before 1972 deaths were assigned to the area of usual residence of the deceased if 
that was within England and Wales; if not, to the area of occurrence. From 
1 January 1972 the death of a person whose usual residence is outside England and Wales 
is assigned to the country of residence. These deaths are included in total figures for 
England and Wales but excluded from any sub-divisions of England and Wales (Tables 
13, 19, 21, 24, 26, Appendices C3, D, E). Accommodation provided under Parts III and IV 
of the National Assistance Act, 1948, is regarded as the place of residence of persons 
dying there. Before 1 January 1958, chronic sick and psychiatric hospitals were similarly 
treated for this purpose but from this date the method of classification was modified, 
the main change being that a death in such a hospital is now assigned to the area of 
occurrence only if the deceased had been there 6 months or more. If the deceased had 
been there less than six months the death is transferred to the area of previous usual 
residence. In some small areas the number of deaths may also have been appreciably affected 
by the opening, closing or change of use of certain institutions, so that figures may not 
be comparable with those of earlier years. 


5. Causes of death 


Where more than one’ cause of death is mentioned on the medical certificate, the 
choice of the assigned cause is in accordance with international procedure, determined in 
the main from the statement of the certifier, and not by arbitrary rules of precedence, 


The classification of causes of death is that prescribed in the International 
Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death, 1965 * (Eighth Revision), which 
has operated with effect from the beginning of 1968 by international agreement. In the 
tables this classification is referred to as the ICD. Violent deaths are generally 
classified according to the External Cause of Injury (E codes), but the alternative method 
of classification by the Nature of Injury (N codes) is also used in Tables 7, 8, 17, 17A, 
18C,, 18D, 19; 21 and 22. 


Tables 18C. and 18D employ one or both of the alternative classifications for violent 
deaths in the ICD List 'A' of 150 causes. Other tables using special tabulation lists 
from the ICD are Table 9 (List 'A' of 150 causes), Tables 19, 21 and Appendices A, G, 
H3 and H5 (List 'B' of 50 causes) and Tables 11, 12, 23A to 23G, and 23I (List 'P' of 100 
causes of which only categories 1 to 80 are used here). Details of these cause lists are set

out in paragraph 21 below. In Tables 19 and 21 there is broad comparability between the 
cause categories now used and those of the Abridged List used in previous years. 

The Eighth Revision of the ICD differs considerably from the Seventh Revision used in 
earlier years, and this creates problems with regard to the presentation of serial tables 
according to the new classification. 


In Tables 7, 8 and 9 steps have been taken to convert data for past years to the new 
classification. Death records for the year 1967 have been coded according to both the 
old and the new classifications, and 'bridge' tabulations prepared to show the 
proportional distribution of deaths in each compared with the other. These have been used 
to construct estimated figures for years prior to 1967 according to the new classification. 


Details from the 'bridge' tabulations have been published in the 1967 Commentary 
volume of the Statistical Review. 


6. Death rates 


The death rates for 1950 and on (except for infant mortality and maternal mortality) 
are derived from the total deaths registered in this country and are based on the home 
population, while those for 1940-1949 are derived from civilian deaths and populations (see 
note 3 on page vii). All death rates for years prior to 1968 have been revised so far as 
possible to the new method of cause classification. The death rates for the years 1951 to 
1953 and 1961 to 1972 shown in this volume are in some cases slightly different from 
corresponding rates published in Parts I and II for these years because the estimated 
populations on which they are based have been revised in the light of final data from the 
1951, 1961 and 1971 Censuses. (See Explanatory note 3). 


The crude death rates for local areas in Table 13 (col. 14) may not be comparable 
one with another. In the first place, the populations on which they are based may have 
widely differing structures by sex and age. In order to eliminate differences between 
local death rates due to this cause a standardising factor, termed an Area Comparability 
Factor, is calculated. In the second place, the populations on which the crude death 
rates are based may include a disproportionate number of invalids if there are certain 
types of hospitals in the area. In order to eliminate this difference the Area 
Comparability Factors are adjusted so that they have the effect of approportioning the 
deaths and the populations in chronic sick and psychiatric hospitals over all the country 
according to their non-institutional populations. The product of the crude death rate and 
the adjusted Area Comparability Factor Lapa 45 in Table 13) is a rate which makes 
allowance for these two influences. The ratio of this adjusted rate to the rate for 
England and Wales as a whole is shown in col. 16 of Table 13. 


Infant mortality rates are based upon the live births occurring in the year, except 
in the years 1931 to 1956 when they were based upon related live births, i.e. the 
combined live births of the associated and preceding year to which they relate. Maternal 
mortality rates are based upon live and still births occurring in the calendar year. 
Perinatal mortality rates are based on the number of deaths under one week plus stillbirths 
per thousand total live and still births. 


7. Standard Mortality comparisons 


The Comparative Mortality Index introduced in 1942 was from 1958 until 1967 
replaced by a Standardised Mortality Ratio (SMR) which showed the number of deaths 
registered in the year of experience as a percentage of those which would have been 
expected in that year had the sex/age mortality of a standard period (1950-1952) operated 
on the sex/age population of the year of experience. SMRs on this basis are still shown 
in Table 3 and Table 6, 


However, the extensive changes involved in the Eighth Revision of the International 
Classification of Diseases have made it necessary to adopt a new standard period for 
which mortality data are available classified according to the new system, and in Table 9 
the SMRs have accordingly been re-calculated to use the single year 1968 as the standard 
period. In Table 19, SMRs for areas are similarly calculated by applying the sex/age 
mortality in England and Wales in the year under review to the sex/age populations of the 
areas. The base population estimates have been revised since the calculation of the SMRs 
in this volume (see Explanatory Note 3). In Appendix A a United Kingdom standard is 
similarly used. 
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8. Births and birth rates 


The births recorded are those occurring in the calendar year. Before 1972 births 
were assigned to the area of the mother's usual residence if that was within England or 
Wales;,.if not, to the area of occurrence. However, from 1 January 1972 a birth to a 
mother whose usual residence is outside England and Wales is assigned to the country of 
residence. These births are included in total figures for England and Wales but excluded 
from any sub-division of England and Wales (Tables 13, 23, 23D). 


The crude birth rates for local areas in Table 13 (col. 8) may not be comparable one 
with another because the populations on which they are based may contain different 
relative numbers of women of childbearing ages. 


In order to eliminate differences between local birth rates due to this cause a 
Sstandardising factor, termed an Area Comparability Factor, is calculated. The product of 
the crude birth rate and this Area Comparability Factor (col. 9 in Table 13) is a rate 
which makes allowance for this influence. The ratio of this adjusted rate to the rate for 
England and Wales as a whole is shown in col. 10 of Table 13. (See also explanatory Note 
3). The Area Comparability Factors for 1973 were based on a provisional set of estimates 
of the population by sex and age in each local authority area. 


9. Causes of stillbirth 


Classification of causes of stillbirth in Tables 23A-23I is in accordance with the 
International Statistical Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death, 1965* 
(Eighth Revision). Unlike earlier revisions, this provides a common classification for 
deaths and stillbirths. Perinatal mortality rates are now included in Tables 23C 
and 23D. 


10. Notifications of infectious diseases 


Tables 29, 30, 30 Supplement, 31, 31 Supplement and Appendices C2, C3, C4 are based 
on notifications corrected for subsequent amendments of diagnosis by the notifying 
medical practioner or by the medical superintendant of the infectious disease hospital. 
Non-civilians-are included unless otherwise stated. 


The notifiable infectious diseases are prescribed by the Health Services and Public 
Health Act, 1968 and the Public Health (Infectious Diseases) Regulations, 1968. 


11. Changes in boundaries 


Areas which have undergone a change in boundary during the year are identified in 
Table 13 by a daggert : for any such area the statistics shown for the current year 
represent the events assigned to the area within. the boundaries as they existed at the 
date of the event, and the population given in Table 13 (col. 2), which is used for the 
calculations of crude birth and death rates, is a weighted average of the mid-year 
populations. of the area as constituted. before and after the change. This population 
figure may therefore differ from any given in Table 2 for the same region, “conurbation, 
etc., Which relates to the area as constituted at mid-year. No areas were newly created 
or abolished during 1973. Details of boundary changes are given in Appendix A to Part 
II of the Statistical Review. 


12. Indication of reliability 


Rates given as O indicate that the actual rate is less than one half of a unit. 
A dash bmi) in any column indicates that there were no events. Where a cell has been left 
blank no denominator is available (unless otherwise specified). The symbol (..) indicates 
‘ot available' or 'not appropriate'. 


Rates calculated from less than 20 births, deaths or notifications are distinguished 
by italic type as a warning to the user that the smallness of the 'experiences may effect 
their reliability as a measure.

If d represents the deaths in an area and p the population in that area then, if d/p 
is small, the standard error (s.e.) of @ is approximatelyVd assuming that the deaths are

independent of one another. Clearly, the larger the number of deaths the smaller will be 
the proportionate variability. A deviation either way of twice the s.e. may be expected 
about once in 20 times. Using this criterion one might expect towns each averaging 20 
deaths per year to yield in the same year numbers ranging between 11 and 29 without such 
differences having any statistical significance. Alternatively it could be said that if 
20 deaths were recorded for a town, this number would have a 95 per cent confidence 
interval of approximately +9, there being a 95 per cent chance that the underlying 
mortality is represented by a number of deaths within this interval. 


If d is thought to be an extreme variation it would be more reliable to use as the 
standard error not /d but./d' where d' is the number of deaths expected if some standard 
rate (e.g. the national rate) were applied.
